The Cotton Picking Machines, 
We made an editorial summary yes- 
terday of the views of Mr. 8. R. Cockrill, 
vice-president of the cotton planters’ as- 
sociation of the Mississippi valley, with 
respect to the probable results that would 
follow the introauction of a cotton-pick- 


ing and. cleaning machine. which has re- | 


cently been invented and will be shortly 
put in operation. Since that editorial 
was written, we have received a letter 
from Mr. Cockrill himself to which we 
will presently give attention. This matter 
is one of profound interest to every 
reader of Tur Constitution, and it may 
be well just here to recapitulate the 
claims that Mr. Cockrill makes. To pre- 
vent confusion, we'will set them down in 
their order. Mr. Cockrill claims: 

1. That a machine has been invented 
which will clip the limbs from the cotton 
stalks, separate the locks from the bolls, 
clean the lint theroughly, and bring it 
out ready fer the cards of the spinning 
machine. 

2. That this machine is composed of a 
series of machines—a clipper, a separa- 
tor and a cleaner. 

3. That the introduction of this ma- 
chine will revolutionize the present 
method of picking and preparing the 
crop for market. 

4. That the cotton stalks will have to 
be pulled up, shockeJ, and when all the 
bolls are matured, carried to the machine, 
which is stationary and run by horse- 
power. 

5. That the pulling up of the stalks at 
the proper time will add to the value o! 
the crop by arresting the growth of the 
plant, and insuring the maturity of 
every boll twenty days old from the 
bloom. 

In his letter te Tae Constirvrion 
which we propose to summarize here, 
Mr. Cockriil says truly that this subject 
concerns al) cotton-growers and cotton- 
spinners, and, indeed, all who wear 
cotton goods. The truth is, if the crop 
can be threshed out, ginned and hauled 
as successfully and as cheaply as circum- 
stances Warrant Mr. Cockrill in believing, 
arevoiution will be createdin cotton 
prodaction. 

Mr. Cockrill expresses a deep interest 
in the success of -the Inter- 
national cotton exposition to be held in 
Atlanta next fall, and hopes that the ma- 
chines will be ready to show what they 
can do by that time. He says that Mr. 
Whitfield, of Mississippi, will have the 
Clement attachment on exhibition, and 
he suggests that if the machines are 
ready, as he hopes they will be, Senator 
Brown, the president of the exposition 
e~-mpany, could wear a suit of cloths m 
the evening ma je from cotton which was 
growing in the field in the morning.

The bill is framed on the idea that 
there is a rumor abroad that our railroad compa 
uies are notdoia the fairthing by :he people,and 
commissioners are appointed to run this rumor 
dow: , and then—two years hence—co''e up auG 
tell the people’s representatives about it, 

If there ve just cau efor complainta remedy 
should have b- en provided If there be no just 
cause, no eomnmiadon should bave been provided 
Tue legislature has been in session long enough 
to ascertain the facts for themselves The Geut- 
gia law guve the comm:ssioners power toact.. They 
have reduced the fare on railroads from twenty to 
forty per ceut,and have saved tothe people of 
Georgia teos of thou ands of dollars. We have 
railroads now exteuding into Georgia; on the 
Alabama side of the line the fare is five cents per 
mile—on the Georgia side three cents. We aid 
not suppose it would require three commissioners 
aud a cierk two years to ascertain this fact 

We have no hostility to railroads. They have 
done much to develop and build up our :tite, 
though still in their swaddiing clothes. The jeg 
islature should bave passed a law just and iair 
to the railroads and tothe peuple.

Why justapy of them that you happen to 
like best. Whatsball you believe? Just 
what any orailof them tell you, insofar 
as all follow the Bible. But don’t 
expect the Lord to work a perpetual mira 
cle for yourgratification by making millions 
of minds to think exactly alike on the 
great subject of reiigion, when they don’t 
agree exactly on any other. 

But I shall not follow the caviller beyond 
the exact line of thought suggested by our 
Lord’s reference to John the Baptist and 
Himself. We must humbly and affection 
ately take Our stand upon the old gospel of 
Voses, of John, of Christ and of Paul. We 
present to reverence aud fear the God who 
s infinitely holy aud it finitely just.

With 
out anv time to atone for his life of crime 
aod murder, as may well becharged?

Lastly, we testify, as of old, to the perfect 
reconciliation between this infinite justice 
4nd this infinite mercy. They stad hke 
the tall towers on either side of Niagara's 
rushing floods, and Divine wisdom ha- 
bridged the chasm by the atoning death of 
Jeus Christ. “But I can’t accept your 
doctrine of the vicarious sacrifice of Christ 
itis not right that the innocent should 
suffer for the guilty.’ Well, dear brother, 
his is no new thing under thesun. ‘‘We 
preach Christ crucified, unto the Jews a 
stumbling block, and unto the Greeks fool 
ishness; but unto. them which are calied 
both Jews and Greeks, Christ the power of 
God and the wisdom of God.” You say, 
I cannot accept it because contrary to my 
coceptions of right’? Now hold just here 
amoment. Let me show you upon what 
authority we teach this doctrine. I 
shall omit for this occasion the wonder- 
ful testimonies of the Hebrew scriptures 
fime fails me to dwell upon that famous 
passage in Isaiah, or to Unfold the types of 
the Mosaic ritual. I shali justread to you 
a few words from the lips of Jesus Christ 
bearing: exactiy on this point: ‘“‘And as 
Moses lifted up the serpentin the wilder 
ness, even so must the Sun of Man be lifted 
up; that whosoever believeth -in Him 
hould not perish, but have eternal life.”’ 
Comment is unnecessary. But let us turn 
‘0 another declaration: “‘As the Father 
knoweth me even so know I the Father; 
aod I lay down my life for the sheep * 
(herefore doth my Father love me, because 
[lay down my life thatl might take it 
again. Noman taketh it from me but I 
jay itdown of myself. I have power to 
lay itdown, and | have powerto take it 
again.’’ Now observe the import of it all 
Jesus Corist deciares first, his own perfect 
‘nd complete com preheuvsion of tbe infiuite 
Father—a knowledge of the Father, as com 
plete as the Father’s knowledge of Christ 
Now itis upon the basisof this perfect under 
standiog that the Christ bases the validicy 
of His vicarious sacrifice He further testi 
fies that this death of His fur the sbeep is 
the occasion of special loye from the Father 
to the Christ. Furthermore, He declares 
positively His right thus to lay down His 
life. The Greek ward repdered‘power’’ never 
signifies physical power, but always legal 
power—auihority. The expression more 
exactly given reads, ‘‘l bave-au:hority to 
iny it down, and I have au. hority to take it 
again.’’ The force of this testimony cannot 
be set aside while we admit the superiority 
uf the Christ to ourselves.
